While we 
were members of the Com- 
panion Badminton Club, which 
was aMiiated to the BAM, we 
did everything we could to 
ablde by the rules and réguia- 
tions of the BAM and applied 
for official permission to travel 
1o Formosa, 


“However, the BAM saw fit 
not to give us cither — thelr 
approval or disapproval of the 
tour until it was, too late. 
When we resigned-we were no 
longer under the Jurisdiction of 
the BAM and we don't see how 
we have viojated any rule or 
regulation of the BAM." 


The full statement on the de- 
clsion of the BAM, _ however, 
hag not reached Hongkong. 
From the brief statement Issued 
to the Press by the BAM—wiaik's 
read "The Standing Committee 
decided not to take any action 
against Wong and his fouring 
team ‘who proceeded on it 
for¢ign tour under the sponsor- 
ship of 0 party which wus not 
affiliated to uny Stale. Associa- 
tion.
